Sir  Walter  Raleigh  waa  aa  unprin¬ 
cipled  adventurer  aud  lulled  aa  au  ad¬ 
ministrator  and  colon i xr r.  bat  ho  bad 
a  must  commendable  taste  for  planting 
and  gardening,  and  in  thena  brnm-bta 
of  effoit  bis  influence  remains  potent. 
Three  hundred  years  have  passed  since 
be  lived  in  Itvlund,  in  tha  coonty  nf 
Cork,  on  the  vast  (  state  which  bud  bccu 
bestowed  upon  him,  but  the  yellow  wall 
flowers  which  he  brought  to  Ireland 
from  the  Azores  still  flourish  and  bloom 
iu  the  very  spot  where  he  planted  tbeiu . 

Near  by,  at  Yongbal,  near  Cork,  on 
the  ahoies  of  the  Blackwatnr  estuary, 
stands  tbe  Affane  cherry  which  he 
planted.  Home  cedars  which  ha  brought 
to  Cork  are  still  growing  at  a  place 
called  Tivoli.  Four  yew  trees,  whose 
branches  have  grown  and  interlaced 
into  a  sort  of  summer  honse,  are  point¬ 
ed  out  as  having  sheltered  Raleigh  when 
he  fit  at  smoked  tobacco  in  his  garden  at 
Yongbal.

Raleigh  tried  frt  bi&Kd'tBBWU 
in  fiLtggt  Britnin,  bnt  the  climate  was 
not  found  suitable  to  it.  He  sacoeeded, 
however,  by  introducing  the  habit  of 


atnoking  it,  in  tugkiug  it  grow  in  plenty 
in  other  places. 

More  important  to  tbe  world  ^^n  the 
spot  where  Raleigh  sat  and  sm^P^is 
Indian  weed  is  another  spot  in  bia  gar¬ 
den  at  Myrtle  Grove,  in  this  same 
This  spot  is  still  bosnded  by 


Yongbal. 

tbe  town  wall  of  the  thirteenth centnry, 
It  was  here  that  Raleigh  first  planted  a 
curious  tnl>er  brought  from  America, 
which  throve  vastly  better  than  bis  to¬ 
bacco  plants  did. 

This  tuber  Raleigh  insisted  was  good 
to  eat.  though  common  report  for  a  long 
time  pronounced  it  poisonoss.  Some 
roots  from  his  vines  he  gave  to  other 
land  owners  iu  Munster.  They  culti¬ 
vated  them  and  spread  thain  abroad 
from  year  to  y*ar.  • 

This  plant  was  the  Irish  potato.  Be¬ 
fore  many  generations  it  became  the 
staple  food  of  tbe  Irish  people — almost 
the 'only  food  of  a  great  many  of  them. 

It  was  the  “Irish  potato”  which 
came  back  to  America  and  became  the 
gronndwork,  so  to  speak,  of  the  Amer¬ 
ican  farmer's  and  workingman’s  daily 
breakfast  and  dinner.  Sir  Walter’s 
curious  experiment  in  acclimatisation 
became  an  economic  step  of  the  very 
first  ronseq uence,  and  tbe  spot  at  You- 
gbnl  which  was  its  scene  deaesvsa  mark¬ 
ing  with  a  monument  much  more  than 
do  the  places  where  the  blood  of  men 
has  been  shed  in  battle. — Youth’s  Com¬ 
panion.
